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Attached is the Arizona State Board of Massage Therapy (“Board”) License Renewal Application. 

Reading 

these may prevent a delay in processing your renewal application and will answer most, if not all 

of your questions. 

 
Renewal application: 

You will not be receiving a renewal application through regular US mail. Please type your 

respective responses for each answer or make the appropriate selection(s). Once complete, 

including your online payment, please sign it with your signature, as instructed.  

 

 

  On time renewal fees $95.00 is required. 

 

  Late fee renewal fees $135.00 is required, if you are 1 day late but      

  less than 2 years late. 

 

  Late fee for fees $220.00 is required, if you are over 2 years late but  

  less than 3 years late. 

 

 
Due dates and fees:1

 

Pursuant to A.R.S. § 32-4225, your license to practice as a massage therapist, in Arizona, must be 

renewed every other year on or before your birthday and expires if not timely renewed. “Timely 

renewal” means that the Board office has received your renewal application. Postmark dates do 

not constitute timely or received. 

 
If your license becomes expired and you still wish to renew your license, you may still complete 

the renewal application, but you will incur a late fee. If your license has been expired for more 

than two years, but less than three consecutive years, you are still eligible for reinstatement by 

completing the renewal application and submitting both the renewal and reinstatement fees. If your 

license has been expired for three years or more, you must reapply if you wish to practice massage 

therapy in Arizona. 

An individual whose license has expired, may not practice massage therapy in Arizona.

B. Pursuant to A.R.S. § 32-4226, a licensee may renew an expired license or reinstate a 

lapsed license on proof that the applicant continues to meet all requirements for 

continuing competency and continuing education established by the Board. 

Additionally, if you were randomly selected for an audit of your continuing education, 

then you must also provide proof of your continuing education.
